Washington, July 17.—Details of the 
much discussed plan of Guadalupe, the 
constitutionalist 
platform, were 
made 
public here today. 
The plan was dra\Tn 
up in Coahuila state, March 26, 1913, by 
Garranza and the group that opposed 
Huerta's accession to power. It follows: 


"Whereas, General Huerta, to whom 
the constitutional president, Don Fran- 
cisco L. Madero had entrusted the de- 
fense of the institutions and legality of 
hia government has, in uniting with the 
rebel enemies in arms against this same 
government, in order to restore the for- 
mer dictatorship, committed an act of 
treason to raise himself into power by 
imprisoning both the president and the 
vice-president 
and his secretaries 
and 
demanding by violence their resignations,

the governors of the states telling them 
that he had imprisoned the chief magis- 
trate and the cabinet; 


"Whereas, 
The 
executive 
and judi- 
ciary powers have recognized and sup- 
ported, against the laws and constitu- 
tional provisions, General Huerta 
and 
his unpatriotic and illegal proceedings, 
and 


""Whereas, Some of the governments of 
the states of the union have recognized 
the illegitimate 
government set up by 
that part of the army which accom- 
plished the treason under the 
leader- 
ship of General Huerta in violation of 
the sovereignty of the same states, whicli 
governments should have been first in 
disavowing him, we the 
undersigned, 
chiefs ana officers in command of the 
constitutionalist army have agreed 
on 
and shall sustain by force of arms the 
following plan: 


"General Victoriano Huerta is hereby 
repudiated in his character of president 
of the republic. 


"The legislative and judicial 
powers 
of the federation are hereby also re- 
pudiated. 


" I h e governments of such states 
as 
shall continue to recognize the federal 
powers forming the present administra- 
tion, thirty days after the publication of 
this plan are thereby repudiated. 


"In T)rder to organize the army en- 
trusted with the accomplishment of our 
purposes we hereby 
appoint 
as 
first 
chief of the army which shall be named 
'Constitutionalist/ 
;Mr. Venustino 
Car- 
ranza, governor of the state of Coahuila. 


"When the constitutionalist army oc- 
cupies Mexico City, Mr. Venustino Car- 
ranza, or whoever may succeed him in 
the command of the army, will be ap- 
pointed ad interim head of the execu- 
tive power, 


"The ad interim president of the r«' 
public shall call a general election 
a« 
soon as peace is established, delivering 
the power to the man who shall be elect- 
ed.

BRYAN OLT FOR 
WOMANJUfFRAGE 


Noted Nebraskan Espouses 
Cause of Equality at 
the Polls. 


"Washington, 
July 
17.—Secretary 
Bryan, in a formal statement issued last 
night, came out for woman suffrage. He 
declared that he would ask no political 
right for himself that he was not will- 
ing to grant his wife, and announced his 
intention of supporting 
the 
proposed 
state constitutional amendment, extend- 
ing the franchise to women to be voted 
upon in Nebraska next jSTovember. 


Woman, Mr. Bryan said, had proved 
herself equal to every responsibility im- 
posed upon her, and would not fail so- 
ciety in this emergency. 
Above all other 
arguments in favor of giving her the 
ballot, he placed the right of the motlier 
to a. voice in the moulding of the en- 
vironment of her children. "The mother," 
the secretary said, "can justly claim the 
right to employ every weapon which can 
be made eft'ective for the protection of 
those whose interests 
she guards, 
and 
the ballot will put within her reach all 
of the instrumentalities of government, 
including the police power." , ' 
Mr. Bryan's Statement.

election next November, adopt or reject 
a proposed amendment 
extending suf- 
frage to women 
on equal terms with 
men. 
As a citizen of that state, it will 
be my duty to participate in the de- 
cision to be rendered at the polls. 
I 
have delayed expressing an opinion on 
this subject, partly because I have been 
seeking information, and partly because 
my time has been occupied with national 
questions upon which the entire coun- 
try was acting; but now that the issue 
is presented in my state, I take my po- 
sition. 
I shall support the amendment. 
I shall ask no political rights for myself 
that I am not willing to grant to my 
wife. 


"As man and woman are co-tenants of 
the earth and must work out their des- 
tiny together, 
the presumption is on 
the side of equality of treatment in all 
that pertains to their joint life and its 
opportvmities. 
The burden of proof is on 
those who claim for one an advantage 
over the other in determining the condi- 
tions under which both shall live. This 
claim has not been established in tlio 
matter of suffrage and appears to me to 
be invalid, while the 
arguments 
ad- 
vanced 
in support 
of the 
proposition 
are, in my judgment, convincing. • 


"The first objection which I 
remem-, 
ber to have heard was that as woman 
can not bear arms she should not have a 
voice in deciding questions that might 
lead to war, or in enacting laws that 
might require an army for their 
en- 
forcement. 
Tliis 
argiiment 
is 
seldom 
offered now, for the reason that as civ- 
ilization advances laws are obeyed be- 
cause they are an expression of the pub- 
lic opinion, not merely because they have 
powder and lead behind them. 
And as 
we look back over the past, we may well 
wonder Avhether the 
peace 
movement 
would not have grown more rapidly than 
it has had woman, who suffers more 
than man from the results of war, been 
consulted before hostilities began. 


"Second. 
It is urged by some that 
woman's life is already full of tare and 
that the addition of 
suffrage 
would 
either overburden her or turn her atten- 
tion away from the duties of the home. 
The answer made to this is that the ex- 
ercise of the franchise might result in 
a change of thought and occupation t h a t 
\yoiild relieve the monotony of woman's 
work and give restful variety to her ac- 
tivities. 
And surely the home will not 
suffer if the mother, 'the child's first 
teacher,' is able to intelligently discuss 
with her family the science of govern- 
ment and the art of ably administer- 
ing it. 


"Third. 
Many well-meaning men and 
women aflSrm that suffrage would w^ork 
a harm to woman by lessening the re- 
spect" in which she is helA 
Tliis argu- 
ment would have more weight had it not 
been employed against every proposition 
advanced in favor of the enlargement of 
V/Oman's sphere. . This objection 
was 
once raised to the .higjier education of 
woman, but it is no longer heard. 
The 
same objection was offered each time 
the door has opened and woman, in- 
stead of 
suffering 
degradation, 
has 
risen. • 


"These objections, however, honestly 
advanced, have proven' impotent to re- 
tard woman's progress. 
May not the 
fear sincerely entertained- by the opr 
ponento of. ^ woman suffrage,. but found 
to b« as groundless sw . those that once 
forced , the widow in Eastern India to 
ascend, the fmxeral pyre, or as those that 
now exclude :Mohamme(ilan women from 
the» social benefits - and responsibilities < 
Jphichrihe women, of the Christian .world

People do not associate 
themselves together to secure a given 
end until they have reached a definite

worth the effort for which it calls.

Because the 
wealth of her existence is bestoyed on 
them, they are a part of her very being 
—'where your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also.' 
When one considers the 
cost to parents, especially to the moth- 
er, of raising a child, it seems impossible 
that anyone would attempt to leiui à 
child astray or rob its parents of the 
priceleee reward to which they are en- 
titled; and yet there are in every gen- 
eration—aye, in every community—those 
who are inhuman enough to deliberately 
liç in wait to make a wreckage of the 
lives of young men-and young »women.

NOT IN FORT WAYNE, HE SAYS. 
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The Federal 
Marshalship 


Informatioii from AVasliington to tlie effect that Pres- 
ident Wilson has signed the commission of Mark Storen 
and that the Scottsbnrg man Avill take active charge of the 
position within a few days helps somewhat to relive a sit- 
uation that in addition to l^eing embarassing is replete 
with possibilities for harm to tlie service. 


Since the removal of Edward H. Schmidt at the de- 
mand of Senator Shively some days ago, and the conse- 
quent termination of the tenure of offices of his deputies 
automatically at the same time, there has been no man in 
the state legally qualified to perform the duties of the fed- 
eral marshalship. Meanwhile two men are held in cus- 
tody at Richmond, two more at Madison and a fifth at In- 
dianapolis, with the possibility of habeas corpus proceed- 
ings securing liberty for them before a hearing merely be- 
cause there is no federal official in the state into whose 
custody they ma.y be legalty delivered. 


Many Indiana democrats will not be disposed to con- 
Hone the action in the marshalship case. Admitting Mr. 
Storen's probable fitness for the place to which he has 
been chosen will not justify in the minds of a vast major- 
ity of fair-minded party men the action by which the 
change was made nearly a year in advance of the expira- 
tion of the fomier incumbent's commission, and particu- 
larly since it necessarily left an embarassing vacancy in 
the office extending from the moment of Mr. Schmidt's re- 
moval to the tune when M.i\ Storen shall duly qualify as 
his successor. 'No explanation other than what is con- 
ceived to have been party expedienc^^ has been offered for 
-Senator Shively's insistence on the change being made by 
President Wilson from any quarter. 
It was merely the 
application of the old political mle from which it was 
hoped the country was getting away. Nor can it result in 
any permanent party advantage, for the incident is one 
which will invite reprisal at the very earliest moment 
ßome other party is in position to inflict it.

. In a statement of remarkable strength and admirable 
argument, Secretary of State Bryan has declared for equal 
suffrage, asking, he says, no political rights for himself 
that he is not willing to grant to his wife. The cause of 
votes for women already has a rather pretentious follow- 
ing among American public men of note, but it has only 
.. begun to gather strength from this source. A few years 
hense is going to find the male opponent of equal suffrage 
in a most hopeless minority. Mr '. Bryan is as usual well in 
the advance of the fight to give woman the voice in public 
affairs that in simple justice is her's. 


Despite the apparently fiiin deadlock between the 
railroads west of Chicago and their 55,000 enginemen oyer 
the adjustment of wages and working conditions, and the 
overwhelming vote of the men in favor of a strike if a set- 
tlement is not reached quickly, there is as a matter of fact 
little real likelihood of the strike. It would be ^.bout the 
worst thing that could happen to both the roads and their 
-employes. Neither is anxious for an eventuality of that 
^c^racter, and public sentiment is going to be a powerful 
factor in insisting on a peaceful adjustment of the differ- 
ences.

The country has thousands of home- 
less or omierless dogs that are a men- 
ace to the communities they are permit- 
ted to infest. 
In addition to these are 
thousands of dogs that have owners and 
are roaming at large "VPithout either be- 
ing muzzled or licensed. 
I h e facts are 
that 
the 
present dog t-ax should be 
doubled; and then when doubled, should 
be rigidly enforced and collected. 
In 
Germany no unlicensed or imtaxed dog 
is allowed to live. 
For example, tlie 
city of Berlin has 43,340 dogs, the tax 
from whicli brings into the public treas- 
ury a trifle over $200,000. 
Frankfiirt 
has 9,700 dogs that yield a yearly rev- 
enue to the city of "^$60,000. 
So'in. all 
the cities 
of Germany 
the dogs 
are 
heavily taxed, and in 
addition 
their 
owners are required to keep them in 
such a way that they can neither an- 
noy nor injure human beings.

Secretary Lane Says Output 
Indicates G-ood Indus- 
trial Prospect. 


Washington, July 
17.—Secretary 
of 
the Interior Lane developed today into 
a real prosperity "booster." 


This is the statement he issued: 
"The nation's output ot mineral prod- 
ucts of various kinds Is a fair measure 
of 
industrial 
activity. 
For 
several 
months now the department of the in- 
terior, through 
the geological 
survey, 
has been issuing its final statistics of 
the 1913 mineral production, which con- 
firms in detail the preliminary estimates 
issued early in January j'or the principal 
minerals. 


"In coal production the increase has 
been general and it is this very fact 
that serves as an unmistakable index of 
general health in the industrial world. 
But as state after state is shown to have 
had its banner coal year—West Virginia, 
Illinois, Ohio, Kentuck3% Alabama, Vir- 
ginia, Oklahoma, New Mexico, Montana, 
Texas, Utah and Pennsylvania—on both 
bituminous and anthracite, the record 
becomes spectacular. 


Ohio Has Good Gain. 


"Ohio, for instance, had its floods, yet 
there was a substantial 6 per cent, in- 
crease in coal output and the miners 
averaged more working days in 1913 
than 
in 
1912. 
Twelve 
other 
states 
showed increases varying from 3 per 
cent, in Iowa to 12 per cent, in Indiana 
and over 15 per cent, in Washington and 
only Colorado, Maryland, North Dakota, 
Nevada, Idaho and Missouri show de- 
creased output, the Colorado labor trou- 
bles explaining the only significant de- 
crease. 


"In a similar way the figures of coke 
production give large increases. 
Pe- 
troleum production in 1913 exceeds all 
records, an increase of 25,000,000 bar- 
rels and $72,000,000 over the 1912 re- 
turns. 


Iron and Zinc Gain. 


"In metal mining ilie iron and zinc 
mines had a banner year, while gold, 
silver, lead and copper showed a decline 
in many of the largest producing states. 
Structural materials, on the other hand, 
exhibit marked gains almost 
without 
exception. 
Thus 1913 was the banner 
year for cement, which gained more 
than 11 per cent, over 1912, Record out- 
puts also are shown for iime, buildings 
and gravel, sand lime, brick and glass 
sand. 
Other mineral products for which 
1913 was a record-breaking year nre 
bauxite and 
aluminum, 
sulphur acid, 
feldspar, mica, 
pottery 
and talc and 
soapstone, while 
substantial increases 
are reported 
for 
gypsum, 
phosphate 
rock, abrasives, barytes, slate and salt. 
The production 
figures 
will express 
well-maintained 
activity 
in 
mines, 
smelter, furnace and mill.

ographic society. 
The gulf stream, he 
said, is probably the grandest and most 
mighty of any terrestrial phenomenon. 


"If this one single hour's flow of water 
could be evaporated," he said, "the re- 
maining salts would require many times 
more than all the ships in the world to 
carry it. It is difficult for the mind to 
grasp the immensity of the great ocean 
river. 
^^Hven one is on board a veSiel 
floating upon its waters, one is not as 
much 
impressed 
at 
the 
power 
and 
grandeur of this wonder of nature, as 
he is when he stands before a towering 
mountain, an 
immense 
iceberg, or a 
fall of water, such as Niagara, but when 
one remembers that the mighty torrent 
speeding on hour by hour and day by 
day in a volume equal to all the largest 
rivers of the world combined, carrying 
its beneficent heat to temper the cli- 
mate of coTitinents. one begins to realize 
that of all the forces of the physical 
world, none can equal this one river of 
the ocean. 


"It is interesting to note in the his- 
tory of the gulf stream how great its 
influence has been on the fortunes of tho 
new world. 
Before 
the discovery of 
America strange woods and fruits were 
frequently 
found 
on 
the 
shores 
of 
Europe. 
Some of these Avere seen by 
stream is responsible for the discovery 
evidence that strange lands were to the 
westAvard. These woods Avere carried by 
the gulf stream and by the prevailing 
winds of America, so that, in part, the 
stream is responsible for the riscovery 
of the neAV Avorld. Ponce de Leon, white 
searching for the fountain of youth, dis- 
covered this stream. 


"The theories as to the cause of ocean 
currents have been many. 
In, recent 
times the course of currents has been 
laid to rivers and the gulf stream chiefly 
to the Mississippi. In actual fact about 
2,000 such rivers would be required. In 
the tropical regions there is a steady 
movement of the air from east to west 
known as the trade winds. Winds blow- 
ing over the surface of the water induce 
a current in the latter, due to friction.

This is a matter of statute law and it 
is a specific provision in Jefferson's Man- 
ual, which is the working basis of the 
house rules. 
Representative James 
R. 
j\Iann, of Illinois, as leader of the re- 
publican minority, alluded to this fact 
July 14, while discussing the absence of 
Representative A. Mitchell Palmer, of 
Pennsylvania, who had been away 
sev- 
eral weeks campaigning 
for 
senator. 
Mann asked, "Why does not the major- 
it}"- side enforce the law in reference to 
absences and salary? 
Tlie law provides 
that the gentleman from Pennsylvania, 
Mr. Palmer, who has been atvay from 
Washington long, shall not rcceive his 
salary while he is absen^." 


The answer is that everybody does it. 
No congressman has yèt 
been discov- 
ered who has docked himself 
for tho 
time he has been away from his congres- 
sional duties in Washington. 
On thè 
other hand, scores of members of the 
housft of both parties have beèn aAVay 
and are away at the present time. 
Oon- 
gre.'i.smen go to Europe and draw their 
pay during the time they are absent.

And when hé asks for employ- 
ment thé answer comes back ànd tells 
him whether or not he Can live.

(By Arthur H. Howland.) 


Jesus has been to Jericlio, and starts 
now on his way up through the hills to 
Jerusalem. 
But before he is really got- 
ten away from Jericho a blind beggar, 
Bartimeus by name, cries out, begging 
to be healed. 
He seems to have been a 
very impetuous, almost boisterous man, 
and some of the people who were fol- 
lowing Jesus thought that he was dis- 
turbing 
the solemnity and dignity of 
the Master's departure from Jericho, so 
insisted that hf. keep quiet. 
But his 
desire for sight was so great and hia 
faith that Jesus could help him so real 
that he would not stop calling. 
From 
the account given in Matthew in the 
ninth chapter it is stated 
that 
there 
were two blind men who thus accosted 
Jesus. 
But Mark, who was always on 
the lookout for the spectacular and dra- 
matic elements of the occurrences which 
he reports in his brief Gospel, remem- 
bered particularly 
this more vehement 
of the two men and also recalled tho 
fact that he had at the time learned his 
name. 


There are always many 
discourage- 
ments in the way of getting to Jesus. 
Many are ready to hinder us. 
But this 
blind beggar 
was determined 
that 
he 
would at least have the verdict of Jesus 
on his case. 
So he continued to cry luitil 
"Jesus stood still and commanded him 
to be brought." 
Then the happy words 
came to the blind man's ears: 
"Be of 
good comfort; rise, he calleth thee." 


With the same impetuosity wit:i which 
he had been calling the Master he rose 
and ran toward him. casting away his 
garment that would impede his progress. 
It is interesting to notice that the ques- 
tion Jesus asked the blind man was the 
very same question he had asked James 
and John when they came desiring the 
chief seats in his kingdom: 
'"^VHiat wilt 
thou that I should do unto thee?"

enough he knew what was wanted, but 
he also knew that the putting of the 
request into words is a positive and 
definite help to faith, a help in getting 
mind and soul and body ready to receive 
the divine healing. 
While the request of 
the blind man was a request for a per- 
sonal gift, as the request of two broth- 
ers had been, Jesus evidently considers 
that the nature and value of the re- 
quests were entirely different. It is per- 
fectly right for a blind man to want to 
see. 
There is in that no desire to get 
ahead of others, to get something away 
from some one else. 
He longs simply 
to have his share in the universal gift 
of light. 
The other request meant the 
effort to snatch something from some 
one 
else,' and Jesus could not 
coun 
tenance it. But to the blind man he said: 
"Go thy way; thy faith hath made thee 
whole." 


To ns who know the power of Jesus 
the other words seem so unnecessary: 
"Immediately he received his sight.". Of 
course he received his sight after he had 
put his case into the hands of Christ. 
Immediately, then, he began to follow 
Jesus in the way. 


A wonderful, transition that. 
One mo- 
ment blind, helpless and outcast, hearing 
the praises of those who followed Jesus 
and having no part in their joy; the 
next, fuU of life, full of light, full of 
gladness, full of song and of hope, fol- 
lowing Jesus in the way. 


It was no wonder that after the man 
had asked to be healed Jesus healed 
him; nor was it any wonder that being 
in need Jesus found him- and met that 
need with his power. 
It is beautiful to 
think of the sad, the hungry, the lonely, 
the diseased, tormented lives which Jesus 
touched with his wholesome, 
energetic 
and loving grace. 
The needs of the peo- 
ple called forth his kindly power. 
And 
he is just the same today, able and 
willing to bear our burdens and forgive 
our sins, to heal our diseases, to drive 
away our darkness, to baptize us with 
his light. 


Wbile we do not find many well au- 
thenticated cases of his healing people 
from blindness today, probably because 
of the church's weakness of faith and 
failure to appropriate his infinite power, 
we do find countless cases of his bring- 
ing light, light of a]] sorts, into the lives 
of men. 
Indeed, his chief business is to 
take men out of the kingdom of dark- 
ness and translate them into his oM'n 
blessed kingdom of light. 
Sin is very 
much like blindness. 
There are certain 
things that unregenerated people simply 
can not see, though they are very plain 
to the sight of those whose souls Christ 
has touched. He himself said that until 
a man were born again he could not even 
sec the kingdom of God. 
The shouts of 
gladness and praise, the lives of peace 
and victory lived by Christ's followers, 
all these things seem strange and un- 
real to the man who has failed to find 
the light of Christ. He hears the shouts 
and sougs in much the same way thnt 
blind 
Bartimeus 
heard 
them 
sit- 
ting 
beside 
the 
Jericho 
read. 
But 
whenever 
any 
one 
jjets tired 
of 
his 
blindness 
and 
longs 
foi 
light, if he will but call to Jesus he 
will find it. 
He is indeed the Light of 
the World. 
If you have not yet let his 
light come into your soul, ask him for 
it now. 
It 
is a prayer he loves to 
answer. 
And even as you ask you will 
receive. 


Do you know of any people still liv- 
ing in the blindness of sin? 
Take them 
by the hand and lead them to Jesus that 
he may give them his light. 


Then all along the way our light is 
in him. 
"He that followeth me," he 
promised, "shall not walk in darkness, 
but shall have the light of life," 
Step 
by step he will guide ns, solving our 
problems, leading us safely and in glad- 
ness toward the eternal light 
of 
his

Take for a specimen the story of James 
Wilson, the poor blind boy who became 
so familiar with the streets of Belfast 
that he often served as a guide to be- 
wildered strangers. 
He became a trav- 
eling pedler, and was led through many 
perils in prosecuting his dangerous oc- 
cupation. 
At one time a sudden call 
halted him on the very brink of an open 
well eighty feel deep. He employed per- 
sons to read to him, and his eager mem- 
ory was so retentive that 
he 
became 
known as "the walking encyclopaedia." 
Once in a company he was asked to re- 
peat the names of as many ships of the 


tians, men of the Bartimeus type, that 
accomplish things. 
They have 
strong 
desires. 
Tliey know what they want. 
They refuse to acquiesce in 
anything 
less. 
They rush 
against all barrjers. 
They scorn the 
advice

he 
could. 
He gave 
names without hesitation till 620 were 
written down, when he was told to stop. 
Tliis poor blind boy became a well known 
writer. 


Such lives are led by Jesus into tru-i 
vision, even though the physical eyes are 
left in darkness. 
When George Mathe- 
6on, the wonderful blind 
preacher 
of 
Edinburgh, wrote his great hymn with 
the line, "O Light that foUowest all my 
way," he did not feel himself to be in 
darkness, but in the most lovely sim- 
shine. 
Bartimeus himself 
understands 
now, if he did not understand then, that 
his eyes were really opened when 
he 
began to call after Jesus. Our Lord said, 
"Thy faith hath made thee whole." His 
faith not only led him to vision; it was 
vision. 


But how slow we arc to realize the 
immense power of faith! 
We are like 
the old lady who was crossing a stormy 
bay in a little steamer when the engine 
suddenly stopped and the boat was in 
great danger. 
She rushed to the captain 
for assurances of safety. 
"Madame," be 
said^ "we must trust in God" 
"O dear!" 
she cried, "has it come to that?" 
To the 
Christian it will begin with that, and 
continue with that, and tha-^ will be our 
stay a.11 the jom-ney through. 


But though Ave rely on this mysterious 
unseen agency, this power of faith, we 
have to do our own part, as Bartimeus 
had to cry out after Jesus. 
Sam Jones 
illustrated our share in faith by a water- 
ing trough for cattle which he saAV out 
west, where water is precious and no 
drop may be wasted. 
The cattle had to 
mount a platform to reach, the troughj 
and as they did this their weight on 
the platform pressed a lever, which threw 
the water into the trough.

Now Bartimeus met obstacles in doing 
his paft, just as . any Christian meets 
obstacles on the path of faith.

now exclude Mohammedan women from 
the social benefits and responsibilities 
which the women of the Christian world 
share ?

(and in the 
other nations that have 


adopted it) there is not agitation for a. 
return to the system under which man 
has a monopoly of the right to vote? 
It is not fair to assume that an effort 
would be made to correct the mistake 
if woman's suffrage had really failed to 
give satisfaction to the people where it 
has heen tried? 


"If one were in doubt as to which 


side of the controversy to take he would 
be justified in giving weight to the fact 
that organization and enthusiasm arc on 
the side of those who favor woman's suf- 
frage. 
Organization is an evidence of 


earnestness, as well of a comprehension 
of the suhject. 
People do not associate 


themselves together to secure n given 
end until they have, reached a definite 
conclusion in regard to its desirability, 
and 
feel that its 
aceomplishmrnt is 


worth the effort for which it calls. 
It 


is quite evident that those who disin- 
terestedly desire woman's suffrage are 
willing to make greater sacrifices to se- 


cure it than those who disinterestedly 
oppose woman's suffrage are willing to 
make to prevent it.

The cause of 
votes for women- already has a rather pretentious follow- 
ing among American public men of note, but it has only 
begun to gather strength from this source. A few years 
hense is going to find the male opponent of equal suffrage 
in a most hopeless minority. Mr .Bryan is as usual well in 
the advance of the fight to give woman the voice in public 
affairs that in simple justice is her's. 


Despite the apparently firm deadlock between the

Washington, July I,'!.--Ninety billion 


tons of water are carried liourly through 
tliu Florida straits of the jjulf stream, 
according to Rear Admiral John K. IMlls- 
bury, United States navy, retired, for- 
merly chief of the bureau of navigation, 
and the greatest authority on tin- gulf 
stream, in a letter to the National <!c- 
ographic society. 
The gulf stream, I it- 


said, is probably the grandest and most 
mighty of any terrestrial phenomenon. 


"If this one single hour's flow of water 


could he evaporated," lie paid, "the re- 
maining salts would require ninny times 
more than all the ships in the world to 
carry it. It iff difficult for the mind to 
grasp the immensity of the great, ocean 
river. ^Ticn one is on board a TCiS^l 
floating upon its waters. onr> is not as 
much 
impressed at 
the 
power and 


grandeur of this wonder of nature, .is 
he is when he stands before a towering 
mountain, nn immense iceberg, or a 
fall of water, such us Xiacrnra, but when 
one remembers that the mighty torrent 
speeding on hour by hour and day by 
day in n volume equal to nil the largest 
rivers of the world combined, carrying 
its beneficent heat to temper the cli- 
mate of eo'Mincnts. one begins to reali/e 
that of all the forces of the physical 
world, none can equal this one river of 
the ocean. 


"It is interesting to note in the hia- 


tory of the gulf stream how great its 
influence has been on the fortunes of the. 
new world.

These? woods were carried by 
the gulf stream and by the prevailing 
winds of America, so that, in part, the 
stream is responsible for the viscovery 
of the new world. Ponce de Leon, while 
searching for the fountain of youth, dis- 
covered this stream. 


"The theories as to the cause of ocean 


currents have been many.

times the. course of currents has been 
laid to rivers and the gulf stream chiefly 
to the Mississippi. In actual fact about 
2.000 such rivers would be required. In 
the tropical regions there is a steady 
movement of the air from east to west 
known as the trado winds. Winds Mow- 
ing over the surface of the water induce 
ft current in the latter, due to friction.

Cellars, 
caves or other places which may he kept 
dark jyid fiiirly cool offer a satisfactory 
homo for them, and when once estab- 
lished, under favorable conditions, they 
increase in numbers rapidly and noon are 
ready for the market.

son why I rji.n not make money out of 
them here." said Mr. Rouge.

Its Members for Ab- 


sence from Job. 


(By Gilson 


Washington, July 17.—It is a violation 


of law for a congressman to draw his 
pay when he is not Attending tlio ses- 
sions of congress. Jleinbera who are at 
homo making political plans have no 
right under the law to draw their pay. 
This is a matter of statute law and it 
is a specific provision in Jcffer-sou's Man- 
ual, which is thn working basis of thrj 
housn rules. 
Representative James K. 


-Mann, of Illinois, as leader of tho re- 
publican minority, alluded to this fact 
July 14, whiln discussing tho absence of 
Representative A. Jtltrliell Palmer, of 
Pennsylvania, who had been away sev- 
eral weeks campaigning 
for 
senator. 


Mann asked, "Why docs not tho major- 
ity sido enforce the law in reference to 
absences and salary? The lav/ provides 
that the gentleman from Pennsylvania, 
Mr. Palmer, who has been away from 
Washington long, shall not receive his 
salary while he is absent." 


Th* answer in that everybody does it. 


No conjrressman has yet been discov- 
ered who has docked "himself for tho 
time he hns been sway from hia congres- 
sional duties in Washington. 
On the 


other hand, scores of members of tho 
house of both parties have been away 
and arc- away at the present time. Con- 
gressmen go to Europe and draw their 
pay during the time they urn absent. 
If a congressman happens to ho scri-

ment the answer comes bock and tells 
him whether or nut ho can live. The 
laboring man today finds himself con- 
fronted with an 
organisation of em- 


ployers; he 
finds 
himself 
confronted 


with a combination of capital; he finds 
himself confronted with a concentration 
of industry and control of employment-- 
all standing between him and the right- 
to labor, to live and t<> support those de- 
pendent upon him. This is the plight of 
the individual laboring man today. This 
is his utter helplessness as a single indi- 
vidual.

Jesus has been to .lericho, and starts 


now on his way up through the hills to 
Jerusalem. But before liu is really got- 
ten away from Jericho a. blind beggar 
Bartimeus l>y name, cries out, begging 
to be healed. He seems to have bceu a 
very impetuous, almost boisterous man, 
and some of the people who were fol- 
lowing Jesus thought that he was dis- 
turbing the solemnity and dignity of 
the Master's departure from Jericho, so 
insisted that ii* keep ciuiet. 
But his 


desire for sight was so great and hid 
faith that Jesus could help him so real 
that he. would not stop calling. 
From 


the account given in Matthew in Ue. 
ninth chapter it is stated that there 
were two blind men who thus accosted 
Jesus. But Mark, who was always on 
the lookout for the spectacular and dra- 
matic elements of the occurrences which 
he reports in his brief llospel. remem- 
bered particularly this more vehement 
of the two men and also recalled the 
fact that he had at the time learned his 
name. 


'Ihere am always many discourage- 


ments in the way of petting tn Jean's. 

But this 
blind beggar was determined that he 
would at least have the verdict of Jesus 
on his case, .^o lie continued to crv until 
'Jesus stood still ami commanded him 
to be brought." Then the happy words 
came to the blind man's ears: '"Be of 
good comfort; rise, he calleth thee."

There is in that no desire to get 


ahead of others, to get something away 
from some one else, lie longs simplv 
to have his share in the universal gift 
of light.

tonance it. Hut to the blind man he said: 
"(!o thy way; thy faith hath made thee 
whole." 


To us who know the power of .Jesus 


the other words seem so unnecessary: 
"Immediately he received his sight." Of 
course he received his sight after he had 
put his case into the hands of Christ. 
Immediately, then, he began to follow 
Jesus iu the way. 


A wonderful transition that. One mo- 


ment blind, helpless and outcast, hearing 
the praises of those who followed Jesus 
and having no part in their joy: the 
next, full of life, full of light, full of 
gladness, full of song and of hope, fol- 
lowing Jesus in the way. 


It was uo wonder that after the man 


lad asked to be healed Jesus healed 
lim; nor was it any wonder that being 
n need Jesus found him and met that 
iecd with his power. It is beautiful to 
think of the sad, the hungry, the lonely, 
the diseased, tormented lives which Jesus 
touched with his wholesome, energetic 
nnd loving grace. The needs of the peo- 
ple called forth his kindly power. And 
he is just the same today, able and 
willing to bear our burdens and forgive 
our sins, to heal our diseases, to drive 
away our darkness, to baptize us with 
his light. 


\Vhile we do not find many well au- 


thenticated cases of his healing people 
from blindness today, probably her.iuse 
of the church's weakness of "faith and 
failure to appropriate his infinite power, 
we do find countless cases of his bring- 
ing light, light of all sorts, into the lives 
of men.
